Senior guard John Sibley will lead a slightly favored

ALTHOUGH THE Saxons
have yet to gain a victory over
Warren's single-wing attack in
two previous meetings, the lo-
cals have heen inserted as one-
point favorites — if only be-
cause of a veteran line-up and
the home field “advantage.”

Coach Bob Shoup has named
nine seniors, one junior, and
one sophomore to the offensive
starting line-up. Shoup has ap-
pointed hard running halfback
Roy Dohner — the surprise of

he pre-season drills with his
tlusive running — as acting co-
captain for the game. He will
be one of 11 returning letter-
men to face Warren this year.
